"Eusebius" writes in the New York Ob- 


server from Home, as follows : 


'•The Tiber is not only rich in historic as- 


sociations, but it. is rich in Treasure. 
An 


English company has actually offered to turu 
the=current of.the stream far above the city 
and around it, provided the government 
would give them what they might discover 
in its present bed. 
This would be attended 


with a vast expense, Out it would pay.— 
Treasures of art from age to age have found 
their way into the stream, which would 
brin<r in tfee market a perfect remuneration. 
In the museum of St. JoLn Lateran. a mag- 
nificent column of stone is lying, which was 
taken not long since from the Tiber, a por- 
tion of which has been polished to display 
its beauty, and no one can see it without 
wishing to have more of the secret of this 
river revealed. 
Statuary more perfect and 


perhaps more beautiful than any of the an- 
cient works of art now seen in Home, lies 
embedded in groups beneath the stream.— 
Agostino Cfaigt. the famous bauker at the 
time of Leo X, once gave a .-plendid enter- 
tainment to the Pope and bis Cardinals, at 
which the disbes were all precious metals.— 
The price paid for three fish was 250 crowns. 
It is said that the diqhes were all thrown 
into the Tiber by order of the rich bauker, 
ia order that no !es> illustrious guest u/iglu 
ever U'C them. 
Tbe sacred rc>.*eis brought 


from Jerusalem by Titu?, among them the 
golden candlestick, are reported to have 
been lost frf>m the Mi'vian bridge, and if so 
are still lying there. The present govern- 
ment of Home will suiler nothing belonging 
to ancient art to j>ass from her territory, 
nor is it able to carry on such an investiga- 
tion oa its own account."' 


Th.8 American Sonapartes. 


A letter diited Pari-, June oOth, to the 


Independence Bel^e, pays that the question 
of determining the position of the son and 
giandbon tif Prince Jerome Bonaparte, by 
liis first wife, Miss Patterson, H now under 
cosisideratioti. 
All sucb questions, it ap- 


pear*., have to be submitted to a family coun- 
cil, eousistiug of a number of big1! imperial 
functionaries. 
The demand for ihe settle- 


ment is .said to hive been madf by Pjiuee 
Jerome himself, and the expectation i» that 
it will forbid the Americans taking the name 
of Bonaparte, and will require them to be 
known by t!ie name of Patterson. 
They 


obtained letters of naiuraiiz-ition ten years 
ago, iu wnieh they tvere designated as mem- 
bers of tbe Imperial family 
JN'ow it is fear- 


ed that tiiis may be treated as a basis on 
which to found ceitain pretensions not con- 
sistent with tbe previously declared illegit- 
imacy. 


Prince Jerome contends that his marri- 


age with Miss Elizabeth Patterson, was null 
ai'd void from the beginning, as it was con- 
tracted between a youth of 19 and a woman 
of 23, -without the consent of his parents 
and tbe formality of publication. It was 
further declared to be null by tbe decree of 
1305, 
which dissolved tbe civil marriage, 


while tbe proper authorities of Paris sever- 
ed the ties of the religious maTuge, so that 
hucb an union might have no civil effect.— 
On tlio other hand tbe Daltitaore Bona- 
partes dispute the legality of the decree of 
1S05 and they adduce various arguments in 
favor of their legitimacy. 
They refer to the 


good faith of rlie parties in making the con- 
trast of marriage, but this is questioned, be- 
cau'eit is stated that the eonfact contained 
a clause by which, as if foreseeing tbe 
possible dissolution of tde marriage on the 
demand of tbe husband or his parents, he 
stipulated, in such a case, for the payment 
to her of 60,000 francs a year, which sum 
has been regularly paid to Madame Bona- 
parte, (called by the French writer "Eliza- 
beth Patteisoa") ever since the separation. 


The matter has been debated with much 


interest, M. Allou representing Prince Je- 
rome, and M. Berryer his sou and grand 
son. 
Sime reaa'-kable letters of the great 


Eaipuror, of Pope Pius VII, of the Emper- 
or of Unssia and the King of Wurteraberg 
have beeu read by the eouucii, and have es- 
cited great interest. 
The council is said to 


consist of 51. Abfaatueei, the Keeper of tbe 
Seals, as president, by delegation of the 
Emperor, and Messrs. Fould, Troplocg, de 
Moray, Barocbe and d'Oruano. 
There is 


no pomp or parade in the council, which 
sits iu a sirnpiy furnished room, containing 
arm chairs and a large table with a green 
cover. 
The decision is not expected to be 


made for about a month, and it is itnpossi 
ble to say what will be the result. But the 
French writer says that the members con- 
template an admission of the legitimacy of 
tbe Americans, but without any interest in 
the succession to the throne—a rather queer 
cocciusion.—Phil. Bulletin.

Life in Africa. 


Ruv. Mr. Beachman, a minister of the 
London Wesleyan Mission," recently re- 


turned from a vibit to Africa, and in a 


(-ketch of the social condition of the negroes 
inhabiting the Golden Coast and its vicinity, 
bas furnished a truly awful picture, thus : 


"Scarcely has one of their barbarous and 


bloody customs been abandoned, from the 
earliest period of which we know of them. 
They will even pave their court-yard places, 
and even the streets or market places of 
their villages or towns, with the okiilis of 
those butchered in the wars or at feasts, 
funerals, or at sacriflces to ]ios«om. 


"Still their wives and slaves aie buried 


alive with their deceased husband" and 
mutes. 
When Apahanzon died, two hun- 


dred and eighty of hia wives were butchered 
before tbe arrival of his successor, which 
put a stop to it, only to increase the flow of 
blood and number of deaths in other ways. 
The living wives were buried alive, amid 
dancing, singing, bewailing, the noise of 
muskets, horns, drums, yells, groans and 
screeches ; the women marching with head- 
less trunks, bedaubed themselves with blood 
and mud. Their victims inarched along 
with large knives passed through their 
cheeks. 
The executioners struggled for the 


bloody office, while the victims looked on 
aud endured with apathy. 
They were too 


familiar with the horrid sacrifice to show 
terror or to imagine it was not as it should 
be. Their bands were chopped and then 
their legs were sawed off, to prolong tbe 
amusement. 
Even some who assisted to 


fill the grave were then hustled in alive, in 
order to add to the sport or solemnity 
of the occasion. Upon the death of the 
king's brother four thousand were thus sac- 
rificed. 
These ceremonies are often repeat- 


ed, and a hundred slaughtered at every re- 
hearsal which takes place. 


At their Tarn customs, Mr. Bowditch 


witnessed spectacles of tbe most appalling 
kind. Every eorborco or noble sacrificed 
a slave as he entered the gate. Heads aud 
skulls formed the ornaments in their proces- 
sious. 
Hundreds were slain, aud the 


streaming blood of the victims was mingled 
in one vast pan, with various vegetable 
matter, fresh as well as putrid, to compose 
a powerful Fetchie. 
At these customs the 


same scene of butchery occurs. Tbe king's 
executioners traverse the city, killing all 
they meet. Tbe king, during tbe bloody 
saturnalia, looked on eagerly and danced 
v.ith delight in bis chair. 


Tae king of Dobaney paves the approach- 


es to his residence, and ornaments the bat- 
tlements of his palaces with the skulls of 
bis victims, and the great Fetchie tree at 
Barbary bas its wide-spreading limbs laden 
with carcases anil limbs. 
The want of chas- 


tity is no disgrace, and tbe priests are em- 
ployed as pimps. Murder, adultery and 
thievery are DO sins here."
